His place of business was two miles 
from his home so th a t just as he 
finished ta c h run the engine was 
beginning to warm up.

of the repair business today is the 
car owner who feels th at it isn t 
necessary to subm it his property 
to frequent chassis lubrication jobs 
I am told th at some owne/s go well 
beyond a year without ever stop­ 
ping In for a lube job The net re­ 
sult of such neglect is th a t grease 
calces up under piles of road dirt and 
it is most difficult, sometimes im ­ 
possible, to force in fresh grease. 
In cases of this sort you can im a­ 
gine the condition of front wheel 
bearings, transm ission gears and the 
rear end which are not included 
in the usual dollar greasing. The 
long and short of it is that if you 
don't grease lr* quently you run the 
risk of inviting a situation where 
some parts can't be greased at all.
